MOST INGENIOUS CRIMINAL. 

His Exploits with Delicate 
Tools of His own 
Make.

Gustave F. Kindt, inventor, metal- 
lurgist, gold-beater, watchmaker, 
smelter, engineer and linguist, has 
just been sentenced to Rye years im- 
prisonment for conspiracy and for- 
gery, "Had he honestly followed 
any of the occupations he was master 
of,” said Supt. Byrne, who knows 
him well,‘‘he might have been wealthy 
instead of the pauper he is after forty 
years of crime.” 

Few burglars were as bold as be. 
Even now, when long past 60, he is 
as resolute in crime as he was a score 
or more years ago. 

He is known to eveiy wide-awake 
detective in the land, and besides an 
unenviable record in Canada, he has 
"smart” jobs to his discredit in the 
secret archives of the Police Bureau of 
several European cities. He always 
worked alone, This accounts for his 
frequent escapes from punishment. 
He once said he had supreme con- 
tempt for the stupidity of the cracks- 
men he knew. 

Though he speaks French, Italian, 
German, Spanish, Dutch aud English 
with a strong French accent, Kindt 
calls Bohemia his native land. The 
police say he is a Frenchman, That 
he la proud of bis exploits was proved 
by au autobiography which was found 
in his house when he was arrested. 
He is the iuvenlor oi the lever duplex 
lock, now in use in all the Canadian 
and some of the prisous in Great 
Britain. Kindt also devised a new 
nickel and and steel alloy twist for 
small arms. He invented a clock at. 
taohment, by which a nutuBer of 
prisoners might be guarded by one 
mao. Another discovery of this re- 
markable crook ia an automatic 
scales, which ,at the same time, weighs 



and figure* the cost of any article 
weighed by it. 

On oue occasion, while confined in 
the Trenton Penitentiary, he proved 
his matchless skill in dainty mechani- 
cal work by forming a case for one 
cambric needle out of another. He 
tempered the one used for the case, 
and the thread-joint holding the cap 
at the eye could only he discovered 
with a microscope. His burglar’s 
tools, the finest ever manufactured, 
were much sought aftei by burglars 
of this tind other countries, lie ulso 
invented many new tmls for crucks- 
meu. His tools were lighter, stroneer 
and more highly finished than auy 
others. 

These house-hreaking implements 
were nearly all made while he was in 
prison. They were carried out by 
crooks who visited him. Once he 
finished an uncommonly flue aud 
large kit of tools for it gang of noto- 
rious New York crooks, but there was 
so many new tools, which the purchas- 
ers hail not only never seen before, 
Init did not know how to use, that 
they accused Kindt of palraiug of] j 
fake implements on them. 

He was known as Gustave Kindt, 
alias French Frank, alais Frank Le- 
roy, alias French Gus, alias Isadore , 
Vearshall, alais The Dutchmau, alias 
Freuch, alias Gus Marchelle. Kindt 
caine here from Paris about 1858, aud 
after robbing the safe of Beckrnau, 
Van Riper & Co. , in Pearl Street, of 
115,000, he fled tollavaua and theuce 
to Bazil. Io 1863 he appeared in 
New York again aud was arrested for 
the robbery referred to.' He escaped 
through insufficient evidence. For 
the next two or three years he com- 
milted burglaries with impunity, ilis 
work was so bold and yet so new ia 
execution that the battled police begau 
to believe they would never be able 
to nab him. 

They suspected Kiudt, but he was 
too adroit to leave a clew to connect 
him with any of the burglaries. His 
work was clean cut. He was ever 
careful to remove all traces of work. 
He mude it a practice to gather up 
and carry away with him every scrap 
of wood, glass or iron hit out by his 
tools. In those days it was the rule 
for thieves to divide their "swag” 
with the detectives. 

"Frenchy” never stood in with 
the detectives. This they not only 
lost their share of the spoils, hut 
were unable to connect Kiudt with 
any of the robbers. In 1868 Menton 
& Mary weather, manufacturing of 

jewelers, of Newark, were robbed of 
goods valued at ♦10.1XK). They had 
no knowledge of their loss until the 
safe was opened by the cashier. It 
had been gutted and relocked. Only 
the firm and the cashier knew the 
combination. The cashier was above 
reproach. The police could make 
nothing of it. The Pinkertons, who 
were then employed, fixed the crime 
on Kindt, who was employed as an 
assayer by the concern. This gave 
him access to both office and works. 
He was paid 4100 a week. 

He worked in a metal room, with a 
door opening into the couutiug room. 
He bored a hole through the wood- 
work, and putting a powerful mag- 
nifying glass into the orifice, peered 
through until die caught the combina- 
tion ot the safe while being locked 
and unlocked by the cashier. One 
night he returned, unlocked three 
doors with false keys, and. by using 
the combination he so slyly obtained, 
opened and after gutting the goods, 
relocked it. Next morning he was at 
work as usual. He was arrested, but 
there was not proof enough to convict 
him. While in jail he made a com- 
promise with the firm and was releas- 
ed. 

In 1860 he was sentenced to ten 
years in Sing Sing for robbing the 
store ot Wheeler & Parsons in Brook- 
lyn. Two years later he escaped 
from the prison by sawing the locks 
ou ot three doors between him and 
freedom. He made the saws in pris- 
on, secreting them in a tooth which 
he had deliberately hollowed out for 
the purpose. The self-inflicted tor- 
ture sent him to the prison hospital, 
though the prison officials of the Pen- 
itentiary never suspected the cause 
of his ailment. 

He remained at liberty until Oct. 
1872, when he was arrested for rob- 
bing a jeweler’s shop iu Hackensack. 
In this job he in less than two hours 
cut the side out of the safe, from which 
he took out 15500. Kindt was sent 
back to King King to serve out his 
unexpired term for the Brooklyn job. 

There he devoted the most ot his 
spare time to the development of the 
duplex lever lock, by which a single 
key could unlock all or any part of 
the cell doors ot a prison. lie offered 
the lock to the prisou authorities on 
condition that he should go free. The 
proposition was laid before Gov. Til- 
den, who rejected it. Iu 1875 he 
again eecaped. This time he sawed 
out of his cell and scaled the wall by 
means of a string of loops of wire 
drawn by himself. He fled to Canada, 
where, after committiag burglaries 



n Hamilton and Toronto, he was 
caught and accused of robbing a jew. 
eler’s shop in Montreal. 

Before he was "nabbed” he had 
shipped thirty-seven valuable dia- 
monds from Montreal to his daugh- 
ter in New York City. Frenchy was 
sentenced to a term of three years lor 
the job in Montreal, where he intro- 
duced his lever lock, which has since 
come into general use iu prisions of 
the Dominion ot England. He was 
rewarded with a pardon after serving 
a twelve-nonth sentence.

WASHINGTON. 

A Breezy Letter From The 
Capital. 

It the number of remedies suggest- 
ed by would-be physician.* indicate 
the condition ot the patient the poor 
old Democratic party is certainly id 
au ulnrming condition, voting it the 
power to carry the “reforms” ot which 
it has so glibly talked. Ko far the 
number ot suggestions concerning 
what the Democrats ought to do does 
not djlier widely trom the number of 
Democratic .Senators and Representa- 
tives, who have come to Washington 
since the election, and the oldest 
thing about these suggestions is that 
no two uf them entirely agree as to 
the program which should be follow- 
ed by tbe new administration and 
Congress, wbich indicates in advance 
tbe harmonious working of tbe new 
deal. 

A few of the most striking of the 
suggestions are worth enumerating as 
specimens ot statesmanship from a 
Democratic point of view. Ex-Con- 
gressman, Cable, who wants a Cabi- 
net position, and who claims the ex- 
clusive credit for having swung Illi- 
nois into tbe Democrat column, thinks 
the proper thing to do is to begin by 
issuing a new loan of a hundred nr two 
millions and charge it up to the "Re 
publican extravagance.” Congress- 
man Catchings, who is close to Speak- 
er Crisp, say* the first thing ought to 
be done at the extra session — Demo- 
cratic feeling in favor of au extra 
session is rapidly growing here — is to 
repeal the McKinley Tariff law, which 
would restore the Tariff law ot 1883, 
sugar clause and all, and add fifty or 
sixty million dollars to the annual re- 
ceipts of the government. Mr.Catch- 
ings forgot to add that it would also 
add much more, through the raise in 
the price in sugar, to the expenses of 
the twelve millions or more families 
in America. Representative Bymni, 
of Indiana, says there is no danger 
that the tariff will be so low as to in- 
jure anybody — wonder if Bynum 

really knows?— and that a new Tarifl 
schedule could be prepared iu a month 
and should become a law before May, 
hut not to go into effect until one 
year afterwards. 

Kenator Vest evidently distrusts his 
party, for he thinks the coming ’ses'’ 
sion of Congress ought to provide for 
the financial necessities oi the govern- 
ment and not leave it for the party, 
which has just been voted into con- 
trol of the government. Mr. Vest’s 
opinion is very fluttering testimony to 
the financial experience and stateman- 
ship of the Republican Kenate, but all 
the same no Republican hands will 
pull those Democratic chesnuts out 
of the fire. Kenator Cockrell says 
his party must tackle the Tariff at 
once, nr be accused ot deceiving the 
people, and that it will be just as 
ready to do it iu Aprtl-as in Decem- 
ber. Inter-State Commerce Com- 
missioner, Morrison, who earned tbe 
uanie of “Morizontal Bill” by pre- 
paring the first Democratic Tariff 
"reform” bill, in tbe House some 
years ago, says thill Congress must 
deal with the Tariff on broad aDd com- 
plete lines, or forfeit the confidence of 
the people. Congressman Wike, ot 
Illinois, who introduced at the last 
session a hill providing for a graduat- 
ed income tax, modeled up the Ea- 
glish law, says the passage of that 
bill will solve the problem as to reve- 
nue for the uew administration, aud 
proposes trying to get it throught at 
this session ot Congress. It will, how- 
ever, be but a waste of time, as the 
Bepublican Senate would never in 
time of peace agree to such a bill. 

The claim that Mr. Cleveland made 
no promises previous to his election is 
being knocked by Democratic testi- 
mony. A Democratic Congressman, 
now in Washington, says ex-Gov, 
Gray, of Indiaua, told him that he 
held Mr.Cleveland’s promise to make 
him bis Postmaster-General if tbe 
Democrats carried Indiana. 

Secretary Foster is becoming a lit- 
tle tired ot the continuous revival of 
that thread-bare old story about the 
Treasury of tbe United States being 
on the verge of bankruptcy , etc. He 
has stated time alter time, and reiter- 
ates that the U. K. Treasury will meet 
every legitimate obligation that will 
mature during the term of the pres- 
eiit administration. Beyond that he 
does not think it his province to speak. 
The Democrats are trying to renew 
this scare, in order to shield them- 
selves wkeu the real deficit, made 
by their recent victory, comes during 
the uext fiscal year. Hail Mr. Har- 
rison been re-elected there would 
have been no falling oft'iu custom's 
duties and no deficit, because there 
would theu have beeu no fear of up- 
setting business by Democratic Tariff' 
tinkering. The people will know 
without any Democratic assistance 
where tc place tbe responsibility for 
the additional burdens soon to be 
placed upon their shouLers,
